A running source of contention 
for dorm students has been the 
Food Services of the Hornet 
Foundation. The most recent 
issue was raised over who is 
going to operate the new 
cafeteria facilities of the dorms. 
Food Services of the Hornet 
Foundation was determined to 
be the recipient of the control of 
the new facilities. 

Dr. James Bond, however, 
chose an alternative proposal 
Suggested by Dean Norman 
Better and Associate Dean Peg 
McKoane at a November 29 
meeting with representatives of 
the Hornet Foundation, the 
Administration, and the dorm 
students. 

Dean Better’s and Associate 
Dean McKoane’'s proposal 
includes student determination 
of cost and type of food 
involved; joint cooperation in 
hiring personnel for the new 
facilities; and recognition that 
facilities are under jurisdiction 
of Student Services of this 
campus. 

Student proposals resembled 


the proposals accepted with the 
exception that students wanted 
open bidding on who was to run 
the new facilities 

The accepted proposal is 


favorable to the dorm students, 
compared to one proposed by 
William C. Webb of the Hornet 
Foundation. This proposal 
would have re-created present 
conditions with minor changes. 

The Webb proposal essentially 
stated that an operation very 
much like the present cafeteria 
would be established. The only 
changes would have been a 
limited amount of new staff, 
better student-Food Service 
relations, and temporary 
elimination of the present 
no-meal plan. 

Dorm representative involved 
in the meetings with Dr. Bond 
included John Cline, Resident 
Hall Association; Dave Lyman, 
intern from housing; and Gary 
Webbenhurst, graduate 
counselor. 

In addition, a petition by 
various dorm students was 
submitted to President Bond. 
The points of the petition 
included a [0-day clause 
providing for cancellation of the 
contract if the food services 
provided were not satisfactory. 
Open bidding for the contract of 
the new facilities was the other 
major point. 

The meetings to resolve the 
question tended to make the 
need for the petition ludicrous.

Once inside, however, the 
office comes alive by the 
presence of CSUS’s first 
Women’s Advocate, Kathleen 
Berry warm, receptive, and 
obviously intelligent. It takes 
only a brief discussion before 
the naturally bleak office 
becomes bright and welcoming. 
The position of Women’s 
Advocate was created at the 
urging of the campus Women’s 
Caucus. CSUS is one of few 
campuses in the nation to offer 
such a position. Final approval 
for the new office was granted 
last spring which brought 
national advertising for the 
vacancy. The selection of Ms. 
Berry was made in November by 
the Women's Advocate Advisory 
Committee. She arrived on 
campus during the week of 
December |1, 1972. Ms. Berry 
will be employed full-time 
during the regular school year. 
(Sept.—June)

Berry comes from 
where she was involved in the 
development of Women's 
Studies programs for Wayne 
County Community College. Her 
experience also includes work in 
Michigan public schools as an 
Administrative Assistant and as a 
Program coordinator. She has 
also been a teacher, counselor 
and research assistant. 

As Our Women’s Advocate, Ms. 
Berry’s reponsibilities will be 
complex. She will be available to 
all women on campus and will 
work with them to solve legal, 
school-related, medical, job and 
personal problems. Asked how 
she views her role and 
responsibiltiy of Advocate Ms. 
Berry said ‘‘The position being 
new, I think a lot of the 
definition of the job is going to 
come out of the kinds of 
problems that are brought to 
me during the first several 
months.” She is hopeful that 
the Advocate’s duties will be 
broadly based and beneficial to a 
woman's specific problem and 
to women in general. 

Berry has been active in the 
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At CSUS 


Feminist movement for the last 
tive years. She has authored or 
co-authored several articles that 
have appeared in various 
women’s journals. One of her 
articles, ‘“‘The Fourth-World 
Manifesto”, led to a2 Feminist 
Conference which was held in 
Detroit two years ago and 
received national attention from 
women’s organizations. She also 
is co-author of a “Stop-Rape” 
handbook that is widely used to 
aid women in defending 
themselves both on the street 
and in court. (This pamphlet is 
available in the CSUS Women 
Studies Office.) 

The new Advocate is awaiting 
the appointment of a secretary 
so her hours aren't yet 
established. She is on campus 
daily, however, and welcomes all 
women to stop by her office. 
She hopes to be fully organized, 
staffed and settled by the 
beginning of the second 
semester. Ms. Berry hopes to 
visit some classes in the various 
departments to further inform 
women of her presence and her 
services.

The Theatre Arts Department 
is getting it on! 

They are presenting Sar 
Shepard’s ‘‘Operation 
Sidewinder’, a wild indictment 
of American values. Originally 
performed at Lincoln Center, 
New York, the local production 
is the West Coast premier of 
‘‘Operation Sidewinder’. The 
author is well known in New 
York and London, where his 


plays have been widely shown, 
and probably best known for his 
screenplay for Antonioni’s first 
American film, ‘‘Zabrieskie 
Point”’. 

What is ‘‘Operation 
Sidewinder”? Well, it has the 
United States Air Force and its 
Strangeloveian scientists trying 
to create computers that have 
lives of their own. It has a Black 
Panther plot to drop some crazy 


acid in the Air Force’s water 
supply to space out the pilots 
and make them fly to Cuba. It 
has Hopi Indians awaiting their 
emergence from the Fourth 
World into the Fifth. It has an 
eight foot sidewinder rattlesnake 
that wanders in the desert, 
trying to turn on girls. And it 
has the hard-driving music of 
Chocolate Milk, a 
Sacramento-based rock group. It 
is a wild experience. 


All of the forces in the 
play —the scientists, the military, 
the Panthers, the drug freaks, 
the Hopis—ciash and do battle. 
Out of their confrontations, 
Shepard shows us the need for a 
return to innocence and spiritual 
regeneration in our land. It is to 
the Hopi people that the author 
looks for guidance, for it is in 
their strength that Shepard sees 
possible salvation. According to 
director, Herbert W. Kline, “This 


is truly the modern western, 
because this time the Indians 
win.”

Self Help For Mentally Retarded

NAME: Donald A. Fisher 
AGE: 35 years 
TOTAL TIME IN HOSPITAL: 

13 years 
REASON FOR ADMITTANCE: 
Patient was admitted after 
parents were killed in auto 
accident, relatives could not be 
found to care for Donald, he 
requires constant supervision. 
DIAGNOSIS: Severely retarded. 
SOCIAL HISTORY: Donald has 
spent 13 years at this State 
Hospital where he lived in Ward 
5A. Donald is weil liked by all 
who come in contact with him. 
Although Donald is almost 
totally non-verbal his wants are 
made known through an 
elaborate system of sign 
language and signaling. He is 
unable to read or write but can 
count to 10 by rote. 
SELF-HELP SKILLS: Donald is 
able to dress himself as well as 
meet his other needs, but he will 
never be able to live by himself, 
he will require constant 
supervision in his day to day life 
HOBBIES: Watching television, 
cutling out pictures of 
automobiles 
ACTION TAKEN: Donald was 
released on October 20, 1969 to 
live in a local family care home 
in Sacramento. 

The Sacramento Association 
for the Retarded was organized 
in 1950 by a group of parents of 
retarded children. Their concern 
was at that time directed to 
insuring that all retarded 
children, such as Donald in the 
ficticious case above, received an 
education until their 18th 
birthday. As time passed and 


and

these children received their 
education, efforts turned toward 
providing programs and services 
after graduation. Today people 
like Donald Fisher are being 
given an opportunity to express 
themselves and gain personal 
pride in their day to day lives by 
taking part in the Association’s 
many programs and activities. 
The Association jis a California 
State registered non-profit 
Organization dedicated to 
bettering the lives of all 
retarded. It is governed by a 
volunteer Board of Directors 
who are elected yearly by the 
association's membership. 
Membership in the organization 
costs $3 a year and this gives 
voting privileges to the member. 
Members also receive various 
newsletters and information 
concerning the Association and 
the retarded 

Approximately 95% of all 
monies that the association uses 
to provide services comes from 
three Value Village Thrift Stores 
that the Association owns and 


operates. These Thrift Stores 
receive donated articles which 
are then sold to the public. 
Value Village Thrift Stores sell 
furniture, clothing, antiques and 
other useable items at a great 
savings to the public. Those who 
shop in these stores not only 
save money but also contribute 
directly to the betterment of all 
retarded. 

Many programs and services are 
provided for the retarded by the 
Adult Activities Center, a 
non-work oriented program 
designed for the moderately to 
severely retarded Adult who 
could not function in a work 
oriented program. Arts and 
crafts are stressed and used as a 
vehicle to achieve personal 
growth, development and pride.
